London, Jan. 29.— Wiu. O'Brien was 
arrested at Manchester to-liight. An iin- 
inuiiso Budionco had assembled io lioar Mr. 
Dillon, who it had been announced, would 
supjily tho i)lactt,of Mr. 'O'Brien. Before 
tlio meeting wftB called to order, however, 
it WHS freely predicted that Mr. O'Brion 
would baulk his pursuers and ajjpoar at 
tho uioctiiig. While thu cliairiimii WJis 
spoakint; there was a aiiddoii coiiiiiiiitinu 
and O'Brien appoarud at the eiitraiico to 
tho platforni'. tie halted and stopped to 
tho front. The audience roso to its feet 
and cheered and shouted ; auch a sceiiu 
has never been witne.saed in Maiiciieatiir 
before. O'llrieii stood jialc, Init calm and 
linn, uiilil tliu uproar hail ceaseil, wliciilie 
(totailod the story of iiis conviction ami es- 
cape to iiis aM.xiiuia liearers, who loiiiaiiicil 
aluiost breathless diirin;^ tiie recital. 
Since his lli^lit from the court room liu 
said ha had rovud through four counties 
of Ireland and had encountered many 
bardBhips. At the couoluBiou of his ad- 
dress his friends rushod upon tlio plat- 
form to shako liiin by tho hanil, and tlie> 
demonstration was so tnthusiastio that. 
O'Brien waa hustled about and houimod 
in until ho was almost in a fainting con- 
(lilion. The Manohoator jiolice, ono hun- 
dred strong, arrived upiiii the scene at 
thiH point. Mr. O'Brien was arrested 
aliortly; after he reached tho ante- 
ruoiii of the hall, tlio crowd 
ineanwliilu dispersing. Mr. CI' linen 
WHS taken lo tlie centrul polico station. 
After tho meetini; an iiniiieiiao torcli- 
lit;ht procosaion paraded tho atrecls 
amid intenao Cicileniont. It in 
learned that O'Hrioii reiicliod We.x- 
ford on Friday, driving UO miles in an 
open trap. Ilu was then smuggled on 
board a collier and landed at Porthcarol, 
VN'alos. He remained ono day at Bridg- 
end, and upon his arrival in London ho 
started at once for Manchester.

SOUNDING AN ALAllM. 



Hon. Edward Stanhope Predicts a Gcn- 
ei'al European War, 



Whieh He Believes will be the Fiercest 
and Most Horrible Ever Known— He is 
Taken to Task by the Iioudou rress for 
Making the Statement, and His Utterances 
Condemned.

London, .Ian, 2!).— The Right Hon. 
Edward St.-\nhope, Secretary of State for 
War, in an address to his constituents in 
Horncastle/ Division of. Lincolnshire, last 
evening, said : "A thunder cloud is hang- 
ing ovor Europe, and, Boonur or later, 
probably sooner, it will liiirst, bringing 
tho licrcest and most horrible war ever 
known." It was iinpoaaiblo, he declared, 
to view the preparations for war now be- 
ing made througiiout Europe without 
fooling that war was approaching. He 
hoped, however, that tho wisdom of Eng- 
land's stateanien will prevent that nation 
from being involved. 

The I'all Midi (ui~,-(le this afternoon, 
in an editnrial on tho Hpeecli, denouiicea 
the folly of aiicli utterances as those of 
Mr. .Stanhope, and saya thoy aro calcuhk- 
ted to do much mischief. It declares that 
Stanhope's heedless rhetoric is quite un- 
justified and expresses tho hope that Lord 
Salisbury will take prompt nioasuros to 
correct tho damage dono by the niinistor 
of war. 

A later disjiatch says: Tlie alarniiat 
speech delivered by lion. Kdwaid Stan- 
lio))e, secretary for war, to the unionists 
last evening iiaa entirely failed to arrost 
reaponsible jniblic feelim:, but it has cer- 
tainly excited a great deal of comment by 
no means comjilinientary to the speaker. 
Nobody believes the imminence of a gen- 
eral European war.

To conio along ten days earlier than tiio 
rcat of the mcmbera, and in that time 
liniah hia departmental work, wliile it 
will take those wdio delay coiiiniencemoiit 
of work in tho departmenta until after 
Parlianiont has opened ten weeks to com- 
]jlcle theirs. 'I'wo or throe otiior moni- 
bera luve developed tho same idea as Mr. 
RoRB. Tiiey have been here for two or 
thrwe (lays — iiiiido til eir representations to 
miniatera, niul then returned home COn 
seiouB of a good woik accomplished and 
a pleasant timo ahead. 

t I.ABOR KBFOBH. 

It soems that the labor interest is going 
to niako a big eff(irt to secure legislation 
at the coming session for tho bcnotit of 
that particular class. Last year Grand 
Master Workman I'owderly of the 
Knights of Labor delegated Mr. A. K. 
.Jury of Toronto to attend hore during tho 
session to represent the Snights and push 
legislation on behalf of the working 
classes. Mr. .Jury's efforts were entirely 
futile. In the first jilaco he came to Otta- 
wa without posBeasing tho conlidoncc of 
tho clasa whom he waa aiipjiosod to bo re- 
presenting. His appoiiitiiieiit was secured 
\>y pclilical intrigue, ho is as rabid a grit as 
can bo found in Canada, and above all ho 
is not a workingman in the true sense of the 
term, being by business a master tailor 
with thirty hands working for him. Poli- 
tical ambition is the predominant passion 
with Mr. Jury. Ho ran in East Toronto 
at the last election as the Grit-Labor can- 
didate, and was beaten out of his boots 
by .Johnny Small. Everybody re- 
cognized that to send such a man 
aa he down here to repreaent the Knights 
of Labor was tlie height of absurdity, but 
Powderly, who can liardly be supposed to 
know much about Canadian politics, was 
evidently "got at" by somo interested 
party and made tho ap|iointinont. Mr. 
Jury's elforts, as 1 have said, were nil. 
He made tho Grit caucus room. No. 6, 
Ilia liondi|uartor8 during the session, saw 
ono or two of the ministers once a week 
on uiiiinpoi'tant matt'ers, had a good timo 
hero generally, drew a fat salary and 
went homo at thu end of the Parliament- 
ary torni, having accoinpliahed — nothing. 
This year lio is auporsedod by Mr. 1!. F. 
Elliott, of L'xbiidge, Out., a man who, if 
all I hoar of him be true, will worthily re- 
present the Knights. Mr. Elliott is a 
jjrinter by trade, and is at present edit- 
ing tho Uxbridge Times. 1 do nob know 
what his political views are, bub he is re- 
ported to be a man of moderation and is 
bound to excel Mr. Jury's record. 

OFK WITH HIS HEAD. 

One of the biwest blunders ever com- 
mitted ^ a public official in Canada was 

that of Hon. Wm. Ross, collector of ous- 
toiiia at Halifax, in parniitting tho captain 
of thoAmarican liahing schooner "M. A. 
BaBt<in" to enter that jiort threo or four 
weeks ago with a cargo of fresh liah in coii- 
travontion of the provisions of 
tho treaty of 1818. Mr. Ross' 
error has cost him his official head 
and a piece of patronage valued at $3,- 
000 a year ia at present at tho disposal of 
tlio nchiiiniatration. Tho first intimation 
tho government had of tho matter camo in 
the shape of telegrams from New York 
announcing the backdown of the Domin- 
ion government on the transhipment ques- 
tion. With a view of ascertaining what 
Collector Ross had done, Financial In- 
spector McMichael waa detailed to go to 
Halifax to report on tho matter. From 
his report it appears that Mr. Roas on 
Dec. 7tli, 1888, permitted tho captain of 
the U. S. liahing achooner "M. A. Baa- 
ton" to make entry inwards with 8,500 
pounds of fresh halibut, for the purpose 
of "disposing of the halibnt," and that 
subsciiuently, without due enquiry 
or investigation , he permitted thu 
caiitain, through a broker to add to 
the bill of entry the words "and for Rniall 
repairs" immediately following tlio words 
"disposal of tho halibut." Theao word* 
were evidently added for tho purpose of 
giving colorable reason for tho illegal en- 
try of tho schooner Baston and this is ap- 
parent from tho fact that the repairs re 
quired woro of such a trivial character a» 
not to justify permission being given for 
tlio entry of tho vessel, amounting in 
value when completed to only fifty cants, 
viz., "for repairs to a double bliick, 25 
eeiita" and "repairs to a dead-uyo, 26 
cents. " It is further shown .that the col- 
lector in contravention of his plain duties 
not only idlowed tho transhipment of this 
hah within tho limita of the port of Hali- 
fax to a I'. S. steamer for shipuiont Ui 
Boston, but also permitted thu captain of 
tho .ichoonar in contravention of treaty 
rogulationa to jiurchase stores and |iro- 
visions at Halifax suilicient to enable him 
to proceed on a further fishing voyage. 
From the collector's own statement 
it appears that he was aaked by U. S. 
Conaul-Genoral Phel«n wlietlior "in giv- 
ing permission to the Baston lo transfer 
her lish he was acting under authority of 
the head uf his department, his attention 
at the same timo being called to tho fact 
that tho vessel had no liconse and that ho 
gave an evasive reply," and that though 
aaked tho ipiestion a third timo ho did 
not frankly anawor tliat bo waa not so iii- 
struated, but repeated tho "evasive reply" 
ho had before given, in conseipieiico of 
which Pholan loft tho olhco under tho im- 
pression that the collector must have boon 
acting under instructions from the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, and so reported his 
impression to his Govornmont at Wash- 
ington, thereby leading tho (iovernment 
of tho United iStates to aasuino that the 
Canadian authorities had abandoned their 
interpretation of aonie of tho provisions of 
the convention of 1818. 1 have detailed 
the matter at some length on account of 
its important bearing on an intoniational 
ilUQStion. Mr. Ross, taking all 
things into conaidoration, has been 
lot down pretty easy by being simply 
aaked to resign. Tho Government 
nii^lit have diainiaacd him Bummarily, but 
as It is, ho will now secure hia supurannu- 
ation allowance. Mr. Roas ia an old Par- 
liamentarian, lie sat in tho liouso of 
commons as conservative menibtr for Vic- 



toria, N..S., from confederation until 1874. 
At tho timo of tho Pacific scandal he 
"flopped oyer," and waa immediately ap- 
pointed by the - Blbtbkerizie' administration 
to tho position which he has now vacated 
through his own error. Tho government 
had no alternative but to act as they liavo 
done, aa in subser|Uent negotiations Roas' 
action might bo cited iigainat Canada's 
contention on tho tranahipinunt queation, 
a contention which even tho Toronto 
Globe admits tho government is right in 
upholding 

SIR JOHN ANU THE WOKKINOMEN. 

The Premier was in Toronto at tho bo- 
ginning of the week, and while there re- 
ceived a delegation from the - Dominion 
Trades and Labor Congress. No report 
ors wore present at the intorviow— the 
ruault being that most contradictory uc 
counts of what Sir John said got, into tlu 
papers. One journal represented him aalie 
ing in favor of manliood suffrage — anotlinr 
that he was in favor of the abolition of tlie 
S200 depoait by candidates at Dominion 
elections, whilo other papers made him 
say the opposite. Recugniziiig tho impor- 
tance of having a correct statement of 
what was said, 1 asked the Premier to 
kindly indicate tho linos which ho took on 
that occasion. Ono of the auljjcota tlio 
dolugiilion brought to his notice waa the 
()ueation of an alien labor law, similar ti.i 
the one now standing on tho United 
.States stjitute book. Speaking of that 
.Act, Sir John irainted out that while tlie 
United States law applied only to foreign- 
ers, siioli a law, if adopted in Canada, 
could not ajiply to British subjects, who 
have the same rigiit lo conic tj Canada as 
Canadians tlioiiisolvea, wliellier under 
contract or not. A nieiiiber of the depu- 
tation stated that a law was reijuired in 
Canada merely to operate against aliens. 
To this Sir John replied that as yet fow 
aliens were coming to tho Dominion, but 
should their importation into Canada 
prove prejudicial to tho host interests of 
tho working classes, it would bo for par- 
liament to consider ivlietlicr or not aoiiie 
.•\ct regulating immigration of this kind 
should be passed. 

With legard to the §200 deposit requir- 
ed from candidates in Dominion elections, 
wliich the deputation desire to have abol- 
ished, Sir John said he was strongly in 
favor of tlio retention of the deposit for the 
reason that it was uiideairablo to subject 
hiDia tide candidat es to tho expense of an 
election when there waa no genuine op- 
jiosition in the field. He cited as an in- 
stinice one of his own elections where a 
candidate was forced into the field against 
him and only secured 8 votes, the contest 
being created solely for tho |)uriio3u of 
giving the liackiiien soiiietliiiig to do. 

Wlien asked about manhood suUrage, 
Sir .lohn made no declaration about it one 
way or t he (jther, but aaked laughingly, 
' ' VVliat would you say to woman suffrage?" 
To this a member of tho deputation re- 
plied that the congress would like to have 
manhood sullVage first. Tho premier's 
only remark on this subject was that some 
amendments miglit he introduced to the 
Francliiso act to make it more workable, 
but in no way would they alter or extend 
the fmnchiso. 

With regard to tho projiosed annual 
labor holiday. Sir John said if tho labor- 
ing men wished to have a holiday declared 
ho did not suppose Parli.uuent would have 
inucli objection if the bill did not prohibit 
men working on that day. Otherwiae tho 
only cU'ect uf the act would be that ]ieo|)li; 
would get one day longer on their promis- 
sory notes. 

TUB JESUITS E.STATE BILL. 

I te]ogra))hcd Tiik Colonist to-night 
that the gOTernment had decided not to 
recommend tho Governor-CJeneral to dis- 
allow tho .Icauits Eatato Act. Writing in 
anticipation of any nowapaper ciiticisms 
un this decision, 1 think it is safe to pre- 
dict that the announcement will be re- 
ceived with mingled feelings throughout 
Canada. To the Protestant denomina- 
tions, whose representatives have sent sucli 
energetic protests to Ottawa against tlu^ 
ineasuro, coupled with rotiueats for its 
disallowance, tlio announcoinont, 1 feel 
satisfied, will bo received with disappoint- 
ment. It appears, however, that the 
government had no alternative but to 
leave the act to its operation. It involves 
simply tlio ex|iondituro of money by the 
Province of Quebec, and that province 
has a perfect right to spend its own money 
as it pleiises. The act aiithorinos the |)ay- 
inent by the province of the sum of $400,- 
000 for the purpose of compensating the 
present Society of Jesus for certain estates 
which had formerly been given in trust 
by tho kings of France for the edu- 
cation of tho inli'.ibitants of Can- 
ada to tho former Society of 
Jesus, but which in conaequenoo of the 
dissolution of the said society in 1774 had 
been confided to the Provincial Legisla- 
ture by command of his late Majesty 
King William IV. in tlio year 1831 for 
puriiosea of education and tlnit the reve- 
nue resulting from the estates might be 
recorded as inviolably and exclusively de- 
voted to that object. 

The act furthermore provides "that the 
said sum of $400,000 shall remain as a 
special deposit until the Pope has ratified 
the settlement and made known his 
wishes respecting the distribution of such 
amount in this country." To the nmnor- 
ous |)Ctitioiicrs against the act it is gall 
and woriiiwoud that the authority of a 
foreign bishop should bo recognized in 
the disposal of public funds derived from 
the taxation of tho whole population of 
tho I'roviiice of Quebec — Protestant as 
well aa Roni.an Catholic — in contempt of 
tho supremacy of tlio Crown as well as 
of the rights of tho riaing gen- 
eration of Oubect. It is furthermore re- 
presented that thu present Society uf ,Ie' 
sua lately iiicurporated in Quebec, can in 
iioithor a legal nor a moral^^sense be con- 
sidered as the representative of the former 
.scH'ioly of the same name, which was dis- 
solvcil by a bull of Pope Clement XIV. 
many years before theoldest memberof the 
pri'sent society was born. 

1 attended a crowded ;ind enthusiastic 
meeting hero, two or three nights ago, in 
whicli tlie speakers dilated on tho inter- 
ference of , I eauits in political affair? and 
their t^vil iiilluence on public and private 
morality, which, within the last 200 years, 
has been found so unsupportalile wherever 
established as to compel the enactment of 
laws, repelling them from almost every 
l']uri)peaii country, Roman Catliolic aa 
well as Protestaiil, and in which it was 
lioiiitod out that in Quebec itself the act 
for their incorporation passed by the Pro- 
vincial Legislature in 1887 was most stren- 
uously opposed by the highest Ronniii 
occlosiabtic ill Canada and by many of the 
most learned, deyotod .and loyal clergy- 
men and laymen of tho Roman faith in 
Quebec. 

But all these ropresuutations must fall 
to tho ground, and for the present tho 
dissidents must needs watch well to see 
tli.vt a claim ia not hereafter made on the 
Dominion to |iay ovor this $400,000 to the 
Province of Quoboc.

Next wo ought to do what we 
proniiaed to do : employ our good ofiices 
to settle the difiiciiltiea of this people. 



THE SEAL FISHERIES. 



The U. S. Claims Juristlictiou Uyer 
the Whole of Behrinar's Sea. 



A 11111 to bo Passed Inatructini; the President 
to Issue Proclamntlons Warning Uuautta- 
orlzed Vessels to Keep OIT the Seal 
FlBltlng GrooDds— Armed Vessels to En- 
force tbe President's Orders— Beveune De* 
rived Arom tbe Fisheries.

Washington, Jan. 29. — Hon. Poin- 
dexter Duini, chairman of the committee 
on merchant marine and fisheries, this 

afternoon submitted to tho house tho re- 
sult of tho committco'a investigation of tho 
Alaska Commercial Co. Accompanying 
the rejiort is a bill which tho committee 
will ask to have p.assed this session. Tho 
report finds that tho Alaska Commercial 
Co. has faithfully and scrupulously- com- 
plied with its contract with the United 
.States. Tbe receipts by the govornnient 
from all sources from tho seal fur indus- 
tries, have aggregated §9,(100,000 in the 
20 years, during which the Alaska Com- 
mercial Co. has held tho lease of the seal 
islands. The direct revenue from 
this source^^ stated at $S,57Q|0P0, 
and the indirect revenue from custom 
duties upon tho fur skins roimported is 
about S3,.'j00,000. .Accompanying the re- 
port is tlie evidence taken by tho commit- 
tee. The bill which accompanies the re- 
port provides for certiiin changes in the 
existing laws. Tho secretary of the 
treasury'is authorized to make a lease for 
the seal islands one ye.ir prior to the ex- 
piration of the present lease, which ex- 
pires May 1st, 1890. It provides that 
only 100,000 skins shall bo taken annual- 
ly, and for this the Government shall re- 
ceive annually §50,000, and §3.50 for each 
skin taken. The increased revenue that 
the government wiU derive annually from 
this lease is estimated at $200,000, and 
whatever sum may bo bid in excess of the 
minimum amount at which the lease is 
lierinitted to be lot. Tho proposal is to 
bo published in tho principal cities 
of tho United States for sixty 
days prior to its lotting. Section 2 
of the bill declares that the jurisdiction - 
of the United States extends over the 
whole of the Beliring Sea included in the 
boundaries mentioned in the treaty of 
eeassicni of 1807. Tho President is direct- 
ed oacliyear to issue a proclamation warn- 
ing unauthorized persons to keep off tbe 
seal fishing giounda, and to keep one or 
more armed United States vessels in the 
waters of tho seal islands to enforce the 
observance of hia proclamation. The 
erection of dams or barricades, as are 
now common in the rivers of Alaska, for 
the purpose of catching salmon by whole- 
sale, ia declared unlawful, and a penalty 
of §250 for each obstruction is imposed,

Tho object of the wfitar is Ui 
convince the Amerieun people of tliu folly 
of their Government in not tii\<iiii„' muaa- 
ures to build up a navy and to fortify the 
coasts of tlieir country. " Tho Buttle of 
tho Swasli " is a, somewhat feeble iiml 
badly executed imitation of the "Battle 
(if Dorking," which made u .stir in 
(ireat Liritaiii Home years iigo. Hut tlie 
iiiiitatinii is a L;reat deal too iiiiich like a 
jirotectioiiist pamphlet to ereato a scare. 
Tho aiitliof sluiwa what he is driving at 
to plainly to alarm any one. It is evident 
that he is fighting for the high tariff, and 
that liis battle is n bugbear to scare 
United States citizens into supporting it- 
The conquest of Canada foreshadows what 
the writer regards as the luaiiifest destiny 
of the Dominion. It is brought about, 
however, in a nither renuukHblo ttay. 
The writer gives a someu hat tiresome and 
altogether (Jiio-aided liiatoiy uf the li-shury 
diliieulty betn eeu lii iti.sh North Aiiiorica 
and the L'liilud .State.s. Tlii.'i disjiuto be- 
comes more and more bitter, and the 
breach between Groat lirituiii and the 
United States becomes wider and wider. 
In the autamn iti 1880 the excitement on 
both sides of the bomi.laiy waxes high 
and fierce. In the iiigiily iiitlajiiniable 
state, of public opinion in both countries a 
spark was all that was required to creatca 
conflagration. 'J'his spark came in the 
sliaiio of a Keiiiiin invasion. Tliu l''eiuan.s, 
like Jol/a WiU--lioi»e, Hceiitiiig the battle 
from afar oti', liastened to the frontier, 
and formed theiiLseK-ea into what they 
called "a camp ut (jbservation." A body 
uf American I ruo))S was .sent to observe 
tlioni. The i'eiiiaiis cmild not be idle 
and inactive. A Canadian furco had been 
sent to tlie frontier to watch tli«in, and as 
they were getting blue mouldy for want 
of a fight, the occasion for kicking up a row 
was soon found. A tavern brawl developed 
into a free tight in which fire arms 
were used. The Feiiinns pursued the 
Canadians across the line and tho Cau- 
adiana rallying turned alxiut and chased 
the Fenians into l.'niled States territory. 
In the melee that ensued the American 
troops took ii hand in the wa^' of preserv- 
ing the pence. Their object not being 
understood by the Caiiadians they were 
fired at and some of them killed and 
wounded. This unfortunate encounter 
gave rise to a diplomatic correspondence 
between the two nations which did not 
make for peace. Preparations for war 
were commenced in Great Britain, Canada 
and tho ['nitcd States. Tho veterans of 
the (Irand .Army to the iiuniljer of ;iOO,- 
000 were riir.dle 1 .ai.d bold in roadinesH to 
invade Caiiiida. The Caiiadiniis, of course, 
Were active on their siiie of the line, but 
the aiitbm- coin oys the iiii])ieiHsio;i liiat 
they were only balf-liearled ,-uid depended 
mure upon Great Britain than iiijon them- 
selves to repul the invader. Tho qiiairel 
with the United States and tho impend- 
ing war were warmly discussed in p,-»rlia- 
mont and tho claims of Canada for protoc- 
were recognized by the great 
majority of the members. It was 
Lord liandoljih Chmcbill who gave 
a now turn to the debate. Ho roused the 
House, that was yetting wearied of a de- 
hate on a mensm-o against which little or 
nothing had beiMi .said, bya.ikiug, "What 
Canada had ev.!i- done for Knglaud thai 
, we should mid<e Ibe.io iMioi in ous i-x pendi- 
tures of money and ri.sk a war with such 
a powerful nation as tho United Statia 
merely for her benefit ? Has she evei 
contributed a penny to tho Imperial trea 
sury? Never. Mas she ever paid the ox- 
ponsoB of troops ,uid veasula Horit out to 
protect Inn- iuteiesis I iVovor! Has she 
admitted Ihe products of the Mother 
Country to beriMU lH fr,-e of duty; „v fail- 
ing in that, has she' ever madu any dis- 
criininatioii, ho\' i-\ ei- small, in favcu- ol 
ourproducts as jigaiiist those of Ibo I 'ni 
tod,StatOSpr any other country I Never. 
She taxes our products, and while claim 
ing our protactiou whonover she gets into 
difficulty, utterly refuses to contribute 
anything' to our treasury, I fail, Sir, to 
see anytliincr like reciprocity hero. To 
use a homely American eoniparison, it i: 
like the handle of ;i jug - all on ono side. 
If Impei-ial prolocliou is worth having, il 
ia worth |).-iying for, and it" Caimda or any

and decidedly in favor of having Imper- 

singuhir speech ''ell ftiuong the niombers 
like a bombshell, and tho nuthor knows 
80 little of tho British character ns to re- 
present Parliament as willing thjro and 
then in Oanads's hour of danger utterly 
to desert her. Lord OlxurchiU's proposal 
was to abandon Canada to its fate and 
to send a powerful fleet to the United 
States seaboard to bombard its aeaporta. 
He would give the arrogant .A.merican3 
tho choice between honihardinont and 
ruiisom. Hero Mr. Harton gets in some 
of his tine work. The American seaboard 
cities are through the short-sii;htcd and 
niggardly policy of Congress in not sub" 
sidiiiing lines uf ocmm-going steamships 
iuid o^cpeuding the surplus in building a 
navy, utterly defenceless. When the 
British fleet enters New York harbor, 
which it does in May, 1800, it meets with 
but little resistance. The only harbor 
ilufonoe it possesses thtit are at :ill etlect- 
ivo are two dynamite ships built at the 
expense of some patriotic citizens. The 
liritish bombard the city, lay it in 
l uina, and threaten to reduce all tho 
other cities of tho coast to tho stnne 
condition. Congress, which at first 
lust much precious time in squabbling, ut 
length biscon'tes alive to the greatness and 
tho imminence of tho danger, and author- 
izes the government to make the best 
terms it can with the invailor. A treaty 
is soon made in which tho American gov- 
eriiuioiit agrees to i)ay (Ireat Britain an 
indomiiity of $1,.")UO,000,000, anddreat 
liritain on her part, hands over Canada to 
the United Status, merely stipulating that 
the American govermnoiit would assume 
the debt of the Duniiniun, which is esti- 
mated at §300,000,000. Nothing is said 
as to what the people of Canada have to 
.say to this desertion and surrender. In 
fact the author makes the Canadians play 
a veiy insignificant part in this momen- 
tous camiiaign in which their fate was in 
the balance. Tho whole of this part of 
tho story ia so full of contradictions and 
improbabilities that it cannot fail to dis- 
gust klie intelligent Canadian reader. 
The book on Hie wiiole is dull, and 
wo hardly think that it will send our 
American cousins into s(piaiiilering their 
.surplus millions in an endeavor to build 
up a nioi'c.'uitilo marine. Asa forecast of 
u hat ia likely to liappeniu the near future, 
i t will not, we imagine, bo relied upon by 
either Americans or Canadians. Both 
(ireat Brit'iin and tho United States have 
too much discretion to go to war about a 
matter which is cnp.slilo of being settled 
in a friendly manner, and there is not the 
slightest indication that (iroat Hrit.-iin is 
disposed to desert Canad;i, <ir that Cana- 
ila wtjuld tamely siibiuit to iieiiig gobbled 
up by the United Slates. The .-Vnu-rican 
wild considers British statesmen capable 
of making the unutt-erably base and troaoh- 
erous bargain that the British Govern- 
ment is represented as having concluded 
after the Battliebf the Swash, has formed 
most mistaken conception of the British 
character. 



BTSALLUfVANCE. 

Some of our easteni contemporaries 
censure tho gbvornmont very severely for 
not dis.dlowiiig the Jesuits Estates Act, 
which gives the .Jesuits of the Province of 
i,)uebec §400,000 as a compensation for 
property of the order which has reverted 
to the ( ioverniiiont. The mouoy is to bo 
.■X|)eiided for the purposes of education. 
LMie ( 1(1 vernnieiit's critics ,-ti-e staunch U[)- 
holdcrs of i)ioviiiciHl rights. They are 
>Iiposeil to tlie exei-cise cjf tho preroga- 
■ivo of disallowaiic;) exco|)t in cases where 
the provincial legislation is clearly uncon- 
stitutional or clashes with laws passed by 
the fbderal Parliament. This law grant- 
ing the Jesuits $400,000 compensation is 
strictly within tho competency of the 
Provincial Legislature ; it does not inter- 
fore with any law of the Dominion. It is 
in fact a purely provincial law. It, 
therefore, caniioL bo disallowed on the 
principles which those wiu) now denounce 
r.lii! ( loverniiM-iih for permitting it to be- 
.-ome law have l.-iid down a iiundred 
time.';. Wbethor they like the law or not 
is nut now a matter for consideration, 
riie opponents of the law had the chance 
to discuss it oh its merits when it was 
passing through the Quebec Legislature. 
According to their own contention when 
it was sent to Ottawa the only thing to 
be considered was its constitution- 
ality. If it is admitti(d that it is ivitliin 
the competency of the (.,»iieb--c Legisl.-itui-e 
there is no inrjre to be said. If the people 
if f,)iieboc like a bad law they have a right 
to have it. It will not do for tho iiphold- 
urs of provincial rights to say tli;it the laws 
they approve uf must not bo disallowed, 
but the laws that they dislike shall not re- 
ceive the Governor-General's sanction. 
L'his is unreasonable; but it is exactly 
t:he position they occupy. They forget 
l;ho old saying, "It is a poor rule that does 
not work both ways." If it is Wrong to 
disallow [iropeily enacted [)roviiicial laws 
that they like, it is also wrong to disallow- 
lawa of the same kind that, they do not 
like. Instead of finding fault with the 
iJoiniiiion fiovei-nmoiit for i-i^fusing todi.s- 
dlowthe ,IcHuits bill, they should he glad 
lo see it, after it had iiassed Ihe proviii- 
dal logislaturo, become hur. The lefiiHal 
(if the Federal Government to interfere is 
a concession to their principles. 

JiDIToHIA Ij COAfMI-JNTS. 

The deni.-d of tho report that tho I'ost 
master-General had determiried to recom- 
mend to Parliament the roduotion of the 
postage on letters to two cents was to be 
expected. As long lis tho postiiffioe every 
year shows a very considerable deficit.

There are peojde 
who think that because a reduction ia 
made with BUcccHs in one country it can 
be' nrndo with equal huccohs in all coun- 
tries, But they do not relloct that when

comni^roial cities; letters may bo carried 
it a very low rate and still a margiii of 
profit, will ho loft. But where tho country

CLEANING BOTTLES. 

Ingenious Devices for Keniovlng All 
Traces of Former Coiitonts. 

There are probably a few old-fashioned 
bottlers who clean not only tcmiieranco- 
drink bottles, but also wino bottles with 
shot; but that is not tlio practice in tlio 
latest approved bottling ostablishuients, 
says the Now York Sun. Tliero is one in 
South Fifth avenue where five thousandbot- 
tles are cleaned every day, und thoroughly 
cleansed, ^yitbout tbe use of shot. 

Ordinary root hour and sarsaiiarilla bot- 
tles uro easily cleaned, because tiio material 
used in them is readily ami quickly soluble 
in cold water. The bottles are ilumiied, 
tliroat up, into a big tub of clean cold water, 
which is kept clean by constant replenish- 
ment. Each bottle is quickly filled and al- 
lowed to soak a short time. 'I'hen the clean- 
er grasps three or four bottles in his two 
liands, liolding them throat up, and shakes 
tliem vigorously. That is sufllcieiil to dis- 
lodge the sugary coating, and then the bot- 
tles are inverted and allowed to dniiii off. 
Aa they are made of transparent green 
glass it is easy to see when they are clean. 
Caro is taken to wash out any llics tliat 
have been flepulchrod in the bottle in tiioir 
seurcli for sweet things. Tho old-fashioned 
stone bottles that were formerly used for 
root beer have long been discarded as too 
lieavy and costly. 

Tlin cleaning nf soda-water ' 1)0ttle8 Is 
more carefully done. Here warm water la 
used, and the workman manipulates a four- 
pronged tool that looks like a fork. Each 
prong is mounted wth a stiff blade of India 
rubber, of such shape thatwlien the prong 
is thrust into the bottle the rubber blade 
roaches the Inner side of the bottle. In 
f ront of the workman is a cocoa mat. This 
servos a double purpose. The mat cleans 
the outside of the bottle, and tbe rolling 
brings the Whole inside of the bottle in eon- 
tact tvitb the rubber blade. A few vigor- 
ous rolls clean tho bottle thoroughly, and 
then it is rinsed and ready for use. 

Still another pi'ocess is used for lager- 
beer bottles, whicli require even more vig- 
orous washing. This is done by a machine 
with revolving spindles, on which are 
placed rubber brushes. The bottle is thrust 
over the spindle, which Is run by steam, 
and running water carries off tho scum. 
Bach bottle then gots a thorough intoruul 
scouring. . 

It Is, in fact, an essential clement of sni!- 
cesslnthe bottlinjf business to keep tho 
bottles olcnii, and no manufacturer who ex- 
pects to keep ills custom would dare neglect 
the essential element of cleanliness. 'I'lio 
element ot cost prevents, if no other con- 
siderations could do .MO, the slow and tedious 
method of cleaning boitli^s with shot. There 
was a bottliv washing inacmo in use here not 
long ago which cleansed bottles wiih revolv- 
ing bristle brushes, but tho wear and lear 
of bristles was found to bo too e.^iicnsive, 
although tho work done was very eiTcctivi;. 
The substitution of rulibiu- blades fur the 
bristles proves to be cheaper and quito as 
thorough. 

A much bettor way than the use of sliot 
for cleaning bottles is to put a small iiieco 
of iron chain With fimall links into the brit- 
tles with some water. Tliis, wlien ratlliid 
about, will clean a bottle well. Of course, 
if a bottle has been llUed witli any greasy 
substance tlieonly way toeiean it tliorougli- 
ly is with strong alkali, and this is done by 
all careful bottlers.

ETHER'S INFLUENCE. " 

An Gill Soldier's Tlirillliii; ICxpcrlouco Un- 
<lnr 'th« .SuiKfon'f Kuilu. 
A gcntleninn recently operated on at a 
private hospital for the removal ol liie loll 
eye, the socket and menibrano ol which bad 
become tho seat of a cancer, tells the fol- 
lowing interesting story of his experience 
under the knife to a New York correspond- 
ent: 

"Tho doctors agreed that I had cancer, 
and nothing but an extensive surgical oper- 
ation could save my life. I folt, on hearing 
their dcaision, like a condemned murderer— 
as thougUata certain day and liour I should 
look for the last time on earth and encounter 
tho ' terrible' 

" ' But it will not bo painful,' said tho sur- 
geon, with a pleasant smile. ' You will bo 
under other, you Icuow.' 

"The operation waa to bo done throe days 
after tho consultation that Bcuicd my fate. 
How I livod through those three days I can 
not toll I wondered If I would have the 
courage to faeo tho ordeal coolly. 1 had 
never before thought mysolf a coward. 1 
passed through twelve battles during the 
lato war and never shrank from danger. 
But oh! a surgical operation, with all its 
culm and detaUed preparation — all its a\vful 
chances— is quite another thing. To get on 
a table, lie down and take other, witii tho 
knowledge that you are about to have tho 
most delicate organ of your body carved out— 
ttiat, indeed, colls for courage. Like the 
man about to be hanged, I felt anxious to 
have it over — and was greatly afraid I 
should lose all my grit at the last moment 
and make a show of myself. Still, there 
was one comfort— I should feel.no pain; 
and my nerves folt muoh strengtheiied by 
the reflection, when X compared the surgical 
operation of the present day witli that of 
tifty years ago, when it tvotild have taken 
six strong men to hold me while my eye 
was being literally gouged out mid I was 
writhing in agony, conscious of it aU. 

" At last the day of tbe operation arrived. 
I lay down on tho operating -table, and thu 
surgeon placed the ether cone over my 
mouth and nostrils. I took a long, doep in- 
spiration of the ether. It was cold and 
tasted good, tingling slightly as It entered 
my lungs, and causing a peculiarly doliglit- 
f ul thrill to pass over mo. After taking u 
few more breaths I began to feel in a half 
visionary stale. I thouglit 1 was In a ball 
room llllcd with tbe gayest company and 
^v;>s tripping the fantastic to some dreamy 
^vallz with the fairest ot tho fair. Tlieu I 
could not resist singing. Noticing tho doc- 
tor look gravely at me, I came back at once 
to tlie situation. 

"'Doctor,' I said, 'this Is delightful — 
splendid!' Just then something seemed to 
crack inside my head. I could sffo sparks 
if lire Hying all about mo. Every object in 
the room was in a whirl. Tbe doctor and 
his atteiulaiits seomod to bo engiiged in a 
mad ilaiieo around mo, such as tlie canni- 
bals indulge in around tlioir roastiiii,' mis 
sionary. Then 1 bad most horrible di i ums. 
I fancied that the doctor was u inurderer.iiiid 
that ho had made his way into my room in 
tho night by moans of an open window. 1 
saw the awful knife gleam in his hands and 
eoulil feel |ihe cold bluilo as it deKcended 
into iny stomacli. Tlien I thought 1 was 
taken to a dissecting room and there carved 
up in tho interest of science. Finally 1 
awoke, and ibo surgeon, bending over mo, 
cautioned me to remain motionless, and at 
the siuno tiiiii? assured mo that the operation 
had been successful." 

The surgeon said: "Tho opernti6n wum 
for cancer of tho eye-ball and sockot, and 
necessarily a very dolicato undertaking- 
The iiationt took other remarkably well. 
As soon as he Wiis unconscious the orbit 
was removed. Tlio diseased plates of boin- 
were then carerully sawed away and the 
operation comploted. It docs not seem in 
telling of il how tedious it was. For three 
hours wo worked constantly on the patient. 
.Much bleeiliiig took place, and the work was 
several times retarded bytbejnoed of giv- 
ing more other, as tho patient evidently felt 
pain occasionally. As to the dreams which 
he enjoyed while under ether, they are not 
unusual. It is a romarknblo fact that jihy- 
sical memory continues while tho brain 
sleeps or in under aa aniesthotio. The op- 
eratiiin was unattended with a single un- 
favorable result., and the 'iiationl awaits 
only the tiinij ^vben the wuun(ls;sliall be per- 
fect ly lieak-d to have a glu-ss eye put into 
the buekel."

CARIBOO GOLD. 

Laree Output lu isns— What In Being Done 
During the Winter— Progre^B of the Oturtz 
Mlne8--The Govcrunient T«st Works Com. 
pleteil. 

Mr. ,Ioa. Mason, Honior member Cprihoo 
district, arrived down last night and re- 
gistered at the Oriental. To a Colonist 
representative he said that he left Bar- 
kerville on the'14th instant, the anow at 
that' time being three and a half feet on 
the level; the thermometer about zero. 
The cokleat tho weather has been this 
winter is 9" below zero. Generally, it 
has boon remarkably mild. Mr. Mason 
visited Kaiiiloops and Nicola Valley be- 
fore coming to Victoria. 

The outjmt of gold for 1888 is slightly 
ill excess of that of 1887, and this in the 
face of decreased mining by Chinese. The 
Chinese population is perceptibly dimin- 
ishing at Willitiinsand surrounding creeks, 
not owing to the mines lioing worked out, 
but as a class tlioy do not i)ro3peot in deep 
ground. Take Slough Crook, for instance, 
they havo worked there for years on the 
high benches, and aro still at it; but thoy 
have made no attempt bo prospect the 
deep ground, and this creek is believed to 
bo very rich. lb will ere long, doubtless, 
bo tested by white men. Winter work on 
tho various creeks is progroasing well. 

On Antler Creek, tho Maaon Co. havo 
had a very long siege of it, but have at 
last succeeded in establiahing the fact that 
the ground can be succesafBlly worked, 
which ia a source of great satisfaction to 
the shareholders. They were com- 
pelled to close down last week until 
spring, owing to an insuflieioncy of water, 
for hoisting, pumping and running air 
blast. Upon rusuiiiiiig work shareholders 
feel contident that in aahurt time they will 
be rich men. The water and louse gravel, 
which bus heretofore baffled all efforts 
to overcume thom, have at last suc- 
cumbed to persevering effort. 

The Yellow Lion Co., on Whisky Flat, 
Antler Creek, has changed hands, and is 
owned by the Flynn Bros., O'Noil, Han- 
cock, .McCaiin, Wintrip and Caiitrell. 
This ayn 'icate is lixiiig up tho claim in a 
thorough ininer-liko manner, and intend 
running it next suniiiier for all it is 
worth. Little doubt is felt by those who 
know the ground but what they will be 
well repaid for their "dead" work. 

On (Jroiise Creek there aro two or three 
claims making abuiit expenses. 

On Miisi|uili) Creek there aro two 
claims prospecting with fair showing. 

On Lowheo Creek three clainia are 
working and paying expenses. 

On .Stant'a (Julcli, tho Butts Co. are 
making ready for sjiring. The Newton 
Co. aro also getting in readiness and ex- 
pect to take out plenty of gold. 

On upper Williams Creek, one or two 
claims arc being worked and are making 
aiiiall wages. 

On Conklin'a Gulch, tho Brown Co. are 
working and dinng verj' well. Tho Cora 
Co. aro still prospecting with good show- 
ing. The (iulch Co., owned by Messrs.
